with the Oath of Allegiance, and a competent Militia to maintain it: For it 
ſcems to me, we have not yet explated our Guile of taking contrary Oaghs f and 
it is thought Oaths now a-days, have loſt their Force and eſteem of Sacrednels, |

It were to be wiſhd, our Commiſſioners would have a ſingular regard to the 
Order and Manner of doing Buſineſs ; that is, To diſcuſs the mattet᷑ of the U- 
nion of the two Kingdoms, before they think of the Succeſſion: For the union 
of the Body will determine the union of the Head, which cannot be diverſified. 
And it is hoped, the Repreſentatives of both Nations will conſider the caſe of 
thoſe nearer in Blood: For upon due Examination it will be found, that the 
Matter is ſtill entire. And I pray GOD may inſpire thoſe of the Royal Faml»

me at this time, to have hinted at a few Things, which may be enlarged and di- 
jeſted by others who have os Sagwiocge in Matters of State, only I ſhall 
this for my ſelf Mane can have a more Honeſt Intention.
